rials used plays an important part, 
especially in these days of the high 
costs. In the ordinary type of fu- 
migating tent there is a considerable 
escape of the gas, consequently the 
observation of H. J. Quayle, profes- 
sor of entomology at the Riverside 
Citrus Experiment Station, will be 
of interest. At the annual meeting 
of the California Citrus Institute at 
San Bernardino, Professor Quayle 
read a paper in which he said in 
part: 

Any

discussion of gas-tight fumi- 
covers is not a new discus- 
sion; it is as old as the fumigation 
process itself. The importance of 
having a cover that wowd hold more 
of the gas has been appreciated from 
the beginning, but all attempts to 
make practical gas-tight covers have 
heretofore failed and their use has 
been discouraged rather than other- 
wise. Possibly we are not much fur- 
ther along today, but the Division 
of Entomology of the Citrus Experi- 
ment Station proposes to stay with 
the matter long enough to find out 
just what can or what cannot be 
done in respect to the use of gas- 
tight tents. It is not consistent with 
American ingenuity or resources in 
productive capacity not to meet the 
needs of urgent demand, and the 
chief reason for presenting this dis- 
cussion at this time is to create the 
demand, particularly as based upon 
statements of more than a year’ ex- 
perience in the field with a gas- 
tight cover. 

To hold a definite amount of gas 
for a definite period of time is the 
very basis of the whole fumigation 
problem; it is the fundamental re- 
quirement ‘of any sound fumigation 
procedure, and it can be met only 
by the use of gas-tight covers 
Standardization of fumigation is im- 
possible so long as wholesale and 
variable leakage of gas occurs thru 
the tent. With our present tents 
more than half of the charge given 
to a tree is, in effect, shot into the 
air to no purpose whatsoever 80 
far as the results are concerned, If 
the amount of leakage were constant, 
even though it be large, more uni- 
form results would follow, but the 
escape of gas through the tent is as 
variable as the weather itself. To 
secure better and more uniform re- 
sults on the scales, and at the same 
time to insure greater safety to the 
tree, represent the greatest improve- 
ments possible in fumigation prac- 
tice, and our results indicate that 
such improvements are effected by 
the gas-tight tent system. 

Field Tests 

The first tents used consisted of 
the ordinary canvas treated with va- 
rious substances as well as espe- 
cially constructed fabrics. Since 1919 
gas-tight fumigation tents have con- 


stituted one of our major problems. | 


Through the courtesy and interest of 
Sergeant E, R. Boland of the Arcadia 
Balloon School we have had_ the 
privilege of using a_ gas-tight tent 
at various places in the field during 
the past year. The use of this tent, 
for which we are greatly indebted to 
Mr, Boland, has made it possible to 
determine just what may be expected 
from gas-tight tents, and even if the 
system should meet with pratcical 
commercial diificulties, the work has 
justified itself in the information se- 
cured bearing upon the general fu- 
migation problem through the elim- 
ination.of the variable factor of leak- 
age,

The last line in the table, 100 per 
cent dosage for 50 minutes, giving 
a constant of 5000, represents what 
now takes place with canvas tents. 
But most of the gas has escaped 
through the tent long before the end 
of the 50 minute period so that the 
5000 constant doesn’t mean much, 
However, when the tents become 
damp or wet and practically gas-tight 
we have a constant that is entirely 
too high for safety, and thus cer- 
tain cases of injury are accounted for. 

For ordinary fumigation work in 
most localities the work thus far in- 
dicates that a constant of 1500 is 
about right. But one of the pur- 
poses in resorting to a gas-tight tent 
was to see:if we could not secure 
satisfactory results on the resistant 
red scale at Corona and on the re- 
sistant black scale at Charter Oak. 
Under such conditions it has been 
found necessary to raise the con- 
stant to 3000 and at this point the 
scales can be satisfactorily killed. 
The work in Orange county recently 
has shown that good results on the 
black scale in nearly all stages can 
be effected with a constant of 1506, 
that is, 50 per cent dosage for 30 
minutes. In one of the groves in Or- 
ange county black scale ‘were abun- 
dant in all stages, many in the egg 
stage even on the fruit. When we 
used a constant of 2000, that is, a 50 
per cent dosage for 40 ‘minutes, or 
any higher constant, there has been 
practically a complete kill of all 
stages. So satisfactory has been the 
kill there even in the egg stage that 
a competent observer has stated that 
without reinfestation from adjoining 
trees the grove would go two years 
before fumigation would be again 
necessary. A 100.per cent kill has 
been secured on the red scale at 
Corona (constant 3000), and such a 
kill is known to be very rare in that 
territory. ‘ , 

The Schedule 

The schedule of dosage which has 
been adopted in connection with gas- 
tight covers amounts, essentially to 
a volumetric schedule or dosage ac- 
cording to the volume of the tent, 
with a slight increase for the small- 
est trees and a decrease for the larg- 
est trees. The atomizer, which has 
been used, has a plate graduated in 
units of 10 cubic centimeters. For 
otdinary sized trees the schedule calls 
for about the same number of units 
as the schedule now in use, but the 
atomizer will deliver for each unit 
but 10cc. instead of 18 or 20 ce. 
If there is occasion still to speak of 
dosage in terms of ounces, then one 
ounce will correspond to 1 unit or 
100 ce. under the gas-tight system. 

When the fumigator wishes. to 
check the amount of H.C.N. actually 
used in a grove he adds the total 
units and then adds a cipher which 
gives the amount in cubic centi- 
meters. The number of cubic centt- 
meters divided by 640-650 (number of 
ec. in 1 Ibs of H.C.N. according to 
purity and temperature) will give 
the number of pounds of H.C.N. If 
it is desired to carry the schedule, 
that is the constant, it can be read- 
ily done by varying the time. In case 
it is desired to vary the dosage, in- 
stead of the time, then different 
schedules or different plates on the 
atomizer can be provided. 

Practical Considerations 

It is fully realized that the most 
important question to be met in any 
work leading to the general adoption 
of a gas-tight tent system of fumi- 
gution is the production of the tent 
that will meet all the requirements 
for commercial work. Our own work 
during the past year has been largely 
with a tent made especially for us 
through the kindness of Mr. Boland. 
tent consists of balloon cloth, 
which, on account of its expense, 
can scarcely be expected to be adopt- 
cd for general work, but otherwise 
it has been quite satisfactory. We 
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that the tents be well kicked in and 
made to He in close contact with 
the ground. 

There has been some discussion 
about the increased danger to oper- 
ators with the use of gas-tight cov- 
ers. It is true that there is more gas 
under the tent when it is removed 
from the tree; but what is the pur- 
pose of fumigation? It does not in- 
volve the use of a cover that will 
allow the greatest escape of gas. If 
such an objection were carried to 
its logical conclusion cheese cloth 
should be used.for covers so that al! 
of the gas would have long been dis- 
sipated before the tent pullers came 
around, One of the dangers at pres- 
ent is that tthe man operating the 
atomizer is obliged to breathe the 
gas Yhat escapes through the can- 
yas. With gas-tight covers the gen- 
erator is eafe and he can stay close 
by the tent long enough to properly 
discharge the dose without inconvent1- 
ence, It is, however, recognized that 
with gas-tight covers when there is 
no wind, or the wind is in the wrong 
direction, the tent pullers may be in 
too strong an atmosphere of gas. 
Under such circumstances every other 
tent may be pulled or some other 
way devised to avoid the gas. At 
present when the tents become wet 
and hold most of the gas even worse 
conditions are met with, because in 
the use of gas-tight tents there is 
ordinarily never more than one half 
the amounit of gas used at the out- 
set as compared with present dos- 
ages with canvas tents. 

Summary and Conclusion 

1, With the use of gas-tight cov- 
ers not only better and more uniform 
results can be secured but’ results 
can be secured where it is not now 
possible to get results with canvas 
tents. 

2. Wind (unles§ a strong wind) 
does not interfere with fumigation 
with gas-tigh‘ and the results 
are not impa...« as is the case 
even in a ‘slight wind with canvas 
tents. ; 

3. Humidity or moisture does not 
increase the injury to the tree be- 
cause the gas-tight tent does not 
vary in gas-holding capacity. \The 
tents also dry more quickly. 

4. Leakage of gas through the 
tent, which is the most variable and 
serious factor in fumigation, is pre- 
vented. 

5. It is possible to determine a 
constant or dosage, for each scale 
that will apply to any particular dis- 
trict. 

6. Greater safety from injury to 
the tree and fruit, because there is 
less variability in dosage, is insured 
with gas-tight tents. (This does not 
apply to work done in sunlight). 

7. With rubberized gas-tight cloth 
the patching and repair work on 
tents is easily and quickly done in 
the fleld. 

8. With the reduction in amount of 
hydrocyanic acid required the use 
of gas-tight covers should eventually 
reduce the cost of fumigation to the 
grower. 

We have attempted to show that 
there are many far-reaching advan- 
tages in the use of fumigation covers 
that are gas-tight. The only question 
that. remains, and which we fully ap- | 
preciate as being by all odds the 
most important, is the production of 
the tent that will meet commercial 
requirements.- We have hesitated to 
present the subject at such an early 
date with this question not entirely 
settled by a sufficiently long period 
of actual experience in the field, But 
it is our business as investigators to 
determine principles and methods, 
and in the practical working out of 
such principles and methods we 
must be aided by work done under 
field conditions, and by 
companies interested in 
the manufacture of the product re-

COMMUNICATED 


Jaeksonville, Fla., March 8, 1921. 
Dear Editor: 

We have traveled nearly 3000 miles 
about Florida since I last wrote you. 
Leaving Tampa, we visited St. Pe- 
tersburg and Clearwater where we 
organized the Tin Can Tourist and 
gave them a few lectures. We also 
spent one night at the Tarpon camp 
and gave them a lecture. At Tarpon 
we visited the great sponge industry 
and spent Greek Christmas with 
them. Then we went down the east 
side of. Tampa Bay to Sarasota and 
Bradentown. I seem to have acquir- 
ed a reputation as a lecturer, that is 
outtraveling us and every time we 
come to a new camp there are oth- 
ers there that have heard me some- 
where and they begin to ask for 
more. This has.contiued until our 
travels this winter through Florida 
have become a_ lecture tour. 

After a trip through the Central 
Lake region and as far south as we 
can go on the west coast of Florida, 
we -went back to Tampa and attend- 
ed the Gasparilla Fair and Carnival. 
We enjoyed an extra long stay of 
nearly two weeks at Fort Myers. 
Once a week the Tin Can Tourist 
had a special meeting and invaded the 
city folks and hotel tourists. The 
mayor, judge and various other speak- 
ers talk for us and speakers from 
camp also have something to gay. 
They ask me to tafk about Califor- 
nia. But of course one wants to be 
kind to their host. I could not say 
what I would like about California 
without spoiling what they had said 
about Florida, so I lectured to them 
on Arizona, What I said suited so 
well that the next day the manager 








the;from the big hotel. came and asked 


me to lecture to his guests and I did 
so with the understanding that he 
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audience. I discussed “Water” from 
the geological standpoint and the 
papers made a very nice report of it. 
I have been compelled to lecture 
a great deal about the West and 
California, more especially, but “Wa- 
ter’ and “Immortality” and “Osteo- 
pathy” have been my favorite eub- 
jects. Florida people are very jeai- 
ous of California. I do not remem- 
ber of finding any of that spirit to- 
ward Florida. in California. I sup- 
pose it is because we are so much 
bigger and better and know it that 
we simply ignore them. We notice 
a great variety of things on sale here 
from California, but I do not re- 
member -of ever seeing anything 
there on sale from Florida. of 
course I know that when folks live 
in California a year they become Cali- 
fornians and as we have lived there 
over 18 years, of course we have it 
in a chronic and incurable stage. 
Here they say one gets Floradysand:| 
itis. That is, if one ever gets Flor- 
ida sand in his shoes he always re- 
turns. Well, I am wearing a pair of 
shoes with holes in the side so the 
sand will run out, for there is no 
chance of getting through Florida and 
escape the sand, for it is everywhere. 
Florida is called Florida (flower) 
because it was discovered on “Flow- 
er Day,” and we have been very 
much disappointed because of the 
scarcity of flowers. I am sure there 
are more flowers in Los Angeles 
than in the whole state of Florida. 
But palms—they are everywhere. 
Pines, palms and. palmettoes, and 
then all over again till the scenery 
gets monotonous. Of course it is 
pretty and climate is fine. They have 
great hotels but we are not much in- 
terested in them and they have fine 
bathing beaches. But how we would 
like to have a good drink of water. 
Their sulphur water from deep wells 
may be healthy but it semlls and 
tastes something awful and the sur- 
face wells make one sick—I know, 
for I-tried it and was mighty sick 
for three days. Now I go thirety. 
A month ago we came to the east 
coast and as far south as we could 
go. Way down in the Everglades we 
camped with who-who owls and rat- 
tlesnakes, We caught some fish and 
a leatherback turtle and had _ turtle 


stew. We saw real live wild alli- 
gators, too. We went as far as we 
could. Come to where the steam 


dredge was at work. I asked if they 
were making a road or digging a 
canal and they said both. It was a 
fact. We drove through the Deering 
Estate and we called on W. J. Bryan. 
He was very friendly and showed us 
through his home, He is a little 
relation to Mrs. Harvey. We heard 
him speak on Sunday and he in- 
vited us out. 

At St. Augustine we visited the 
old Spanish fort. algo the oldest 
house in the Ur States. - After- 
ward we saw t%----snore that claim 
the same distinction.

I am sure some of your people 
will be interested in what I have 
learned lately. 

I have kept in touch with the Japa- 
nese boy, Mr. K. Katsuyama, who 
worked for his board at our home, 
and graduated from Chaffey Union 
High School. 

I once said to him, isn’t it pretty 
hard for you boys, who have serv- 
ants in your own home, to come here 
and become servants yourselves? He 
said, oh, yes; of course it is hard but 
we must ‘get our education. 

After graduating at Berkeley and 
returning to Japan he was employ- 
ed by the greatest shipbuilding com- 
pany in the Orient, which sent him 
back to America to study more in 
New York City. From here he was 
sent to Europe for more knowledge. 
He spent a time in Léndon then pass- 
ed into Germany and back through 
France and Spain to New York City. 
He in company’ with others visited 
Los Angeles on busitiess and he said 
as he passed Ontario he looked long- 
ingly up the avenue and desired 
much to visit his friends, but he was 
not able, for lack of time. 

A later letter said he was going 
to return to Japan for a few weeks 
and he would then visit here on his 
way, but a still later card said he 
must go by Seattle but would return 
and visit us. : 

The first of the year came a mar- 
riage announcement, in Japanese 
form, stating that Mr. Katsuziro Kat- 
suyama and Miss Misao Suzi were 
married by a Christian pastor at 
Baba and would sail for America 
Jan, 29th to make their home in New 
York City. 

I awaited their coming, expecting 
to greet them in a real American 
way, with a home gathering and a 
chance for speech-making at our C. 
E. and Sunday School. 

I went to Los Angeels to the great 
Regional Conference. Here the first 
day I came face to face with my 
friend, Miss Margaret Bilz, national 
lecturer in W. C. U., of Michigan, 
whom I had not met for fifteen years. 
I found she had just arrived from 
the World’s Sunday School Conven- 
tion in Tokyo and an evangelistic 
tour of China, Korea and Japan.

Tehuelches of Patagonia Have Many 
of the Characteristics of North 
American indians. 

Many are the strange and interest- 
ing native tribes that are found in the 
Americas. Among the most interest- 
ing are the people of the ostrich, who 
inhabit an almost as yet unknown 
country, and in language, and char- 
acter, and race, are altogether dis- 
tinct from other Indians, says &n ar- 
ticle on “People of the Ostrich” in 
Boys’ life. They live in the remote 
and almost legendary regions of the 
“land of large-feeted men'’—a_ land, 
that Hke Chill, Peru, Mexico, and 
nerthwest South America, has its 
story of the existence of a hidden city 
among the unexplored wilds of their 

Cordilleras, 

The Tehuelches of Patagonia, that 
vast peninsular end of South America, 
are scattered across {t, from fhe 
Straits of Magellan and the Rio Ne- 
gro—a territory of over 1,000 miles 
in length and 300 at {ts narrowest. A 
brave, active, athletic people, won- 
derful horsemen, singularly expert 
with their weapons and {mplements, 
who lead a wandering life, and hunt 
the wild cattle, the guanacos—and 
ostriches. -For Patagonia is a home 
of that splendid bird, which was 
there ages before men crossed its 
path in the faraway wilds of the in- 
terior. To the Tehuelches, this fine bird 
ts as important in their existence ns 
the guanaco, for they are a race of 
hunters, and grew but little food for 
themselves.

Minister With Many Parishes to Cover 
Puts Modern Mode of Travel 
to Good Use. 





No tolling church bells announce to 
the little communities scattered 
through one section of America’s great 
Northwest the periodic Sunday morn- 
ing arrival of the region's most en- 
terprising itinerant evangelist.  In- 
stead, they hear the coughing exhaust 
of an engine, as his airplane spirals 
down upon the village. Drawn irre- 
sistibly by the novelty of the visit, they 
flock to the airplane, now at rest In a 
nearby field or meadow. They find 
the preacher on his feet in the pilot's 
cockpit of the plane “Sky Pilot,” ready 
to begin his discourse. 

Explanation of this strangest of all 
the airplane’s uses is found in the 
evangelist’s decision, some months ago, 
that the time and energy required for 
constant travel among distant parishes 
was seriously curtailing his effective- 
ness.

“Frigate Pelican” Secures its Food 
Chiefly by Forcing ite Weaker 
Brethren to Disgorge. 


The frigate bird, also called the man- 
of-war hawk and the “frigate pelican,” 
is a sea bird, so called from its attacks 
on other birds. This bird, very large 
and with black plumage, is capable of 
very powerful and rapid flight. It 
sometimes measures ten feet from tip 
to tip of its extended wings. On ac- 
count of its immense extent of wing 
and its dashing habits, it has been 
called the swiftest bird that sweeps 
the seas. ; 

The frigate bird is a tropical sea 
bird of two species. The larger ranges 
all round the world within the tropics; 
the smaller is found only near the 
eastern seas from Madagascar to Mo- 
lucecas and southward to Australia, 
Both species breed in large colonies, 
building their nests on rocks, high 
cliffs or lofty trees on uninhabited 
islands. The birds often fly far out 
to sea, but most of the time they re- 
main near shore, 

The frigate bird's aerial evolutions 
are extremely graceful and it soars to 
great heights. It is said never to dive 
for its prey, but to seize fishes only 
when they appear at the surface or 
above it. Flying fishes form a great 
part of its food. This bird of prey alse 
pursues gulls and terns and eats the 
fish it forces them to disgorge, The 
male acquires under its bill a bright 
scarlet pouch which {fs capable of in- 
flation, 


HOUSED IN OLD BUILDINGS 


Financial Institutions ef Yorktown, 
Virginia, Do Business Among His 
toric Surroundings, 

Within 20 miles of where the first 
English settlement in America was 
made at Jamestown is the scene 
where Capt. John Smith records the 
story of his rescue by Pocahontas, the 
daughter of the Indian chief, Powha- 
tan. Within a circle of 20 miles ts 
to be found the oldest Protestant 
church In America; the kitchen where 
Martha Washington cooked in good 
colonial style; the college which has 
graduated three presidénts; Bruton 
church, in which more men of his- 
torical importance have worshiped 
than in any other church in America 
and Yorktown, where Cornwallis 

surrendered to Washington. 

Although Yorktown has a popula- 
tion of less than two hundred, It has 
two banks, both of which are working 
in what are probably the two oldest 
buildings used for banks in America. 
One of these banks, operating under 
state and trust company laws, Is 
housed in the historic oldest custom- 
house built tn America—erected | in 
1715. Here the ships for Philadetphta 
were once compelled to ‘enter and 
clear. Here at one time was the gath- 
ering place of the financlerg of the 
early colonists, Wall street has tak- 
en awny the financiers, but has left 
the same old building with Its same 
old walls of English brick, some 24 by 
40 feet square and two stories high.

Panama Canal Locks. 

There are few things more interest- 
ing to the"faverage traveler than to 
pass through the great locks of the 
Panama canal, The vessel enters very 
slowly and as she does lines are taken: 
aboard leading to electrie motors or 
“mules,” which keep her In the center 
of the lock. Then the great gates at 
the rear swing together and the water 
is turned into the enelosure thus 
formed, Looking over the side of the 
steamer one sees a great bubble of 
water rise from the bottom, then a 
second and third appear until finally 
the whole surface of the lock Is boil- 
ing. The pressure i# so great that 
often fish sucked into the drains that 
lead from the Gatum lake, are drawn 
in and thrown several feet into the 
alr. When the proper level is finally 
renched the gate ahead of the vessel 
opens and the “mules start forward, 
dragging the vessel free from the lock 
‘efore she moves ahead under her 
own power.

The floors will be of maple so as 
to furnish fine floors for basket ball 
practice and other gymnasium work. 

The gymnasium will be built with 
ample room for the _ installing of 
any apparatus which might be added 
later. No definite plans have been 
made for any great amount of appa- 
ratus as yet, but it will be furnished 
according to the funds let when the 
gymnasium is completed, 

During the summer and to a cer- 
tain extent in the winter the gym- 
nasium will be opened to the people

SOME OLD LONDON THEATERS 


District of Shoreditch Had the First | 
Building Erected for Purely 
Dramatic Purposes. 


— 


There was a time, shortly after the 
first theater was opened in London, 
when the opposition to the new form 
of entertainment was so great that 
an ordinance was passed by parlia- 
ment for the compulsory closing of 
these “palaces of amusement,” and 
making it a crime to be present as a 
spectator at a play. 

This was in 1642, when only two 
theaters existed in London. The first 
building specially erected for dramat- 
ic purposes was built by an actor, 
Jaines Burbage, at Shoreditch, in 1576, 
and called the Theater. A year or so 
later a second theater known as the 
Curten was opened, also at Shore- 
ditch, and these two playhouses Ca- 
tered to London audiences until the 
suppression of the theaters, 

When plays were once more per- 
mitted several new theaters opened, 
including the Globe, at Southwark, 
which was built by James Burbage, 
the Rose and the Blackfriars and 
Whitefriars theaters. 

Probably the most luxurfous of these 
early theaters was the Fortune, built 
by Edward Alleyn, an actor, in 1599, 
and so christened because it cost its 
owner the then fabulous sum, tnclud- 
ing the ground !t stood on, of £1,320. 
The only illumination during the per- 
formance was that afforded by candle- 
light, gas being unknown until 1817, 
when the tirst performance by gas- 
light was given at Drury Lane.

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Wood That Does Not Ret. W. T. LEEKE 


The wood of the mangrove tree, 
which is found in French Guiana, is 
considered by the French as a wood 
that will not rot. All exposure and 
efforts to break ‘down its fiber in four 
years’ experiments by the French rail- 
way sertice have been useless. 

The grain of the wood is so close 
us practically to exclude all moisture. 
Its density is placed at 110, as against 
40 for fir and 70 for oak. In addition 
to this closeness of fiber the man- 
grove has a large amount of tanning 
in its composition, This protects it 
from insects and such blights as mold 
and damp. While not as brittle as 
ouk, it has twice the resistance to 
flexion and has about the same po- 
tency against crushing and twisting.
